Richard  C.  Frame  Hall 


Venango  Campus  was  established  in  1961.  Local  money  was  raised  to  procure  the  present  62  acre-site 
and  erect  the  first  classroom  building  that  opened  in  January  1962.  The  classroom  building,  later  named 
the  Richard  C.  Frame  building  in  memory  of  the  late  State  Senator  from  Franklin,  also  housed  the 
bookstore,  library  and  a  study/cafeteria  area. 


On  June  24,  1965,  ground  was  broken  for  the  campus  dormitory  named  in  honor  of  J.  G.  Montgomery 
Jr.  Participants  in  the  ceremony  used  a  gold  shovel  which  was  subsequently  melted  down,  and  the 
proceeds  were  contributed  to  the  campus  building  fund.  As  former  Mayor  Joseph  Barr  stated,  "He 
furnished  our  community  with  much  of  its  spirit,  quality,  and  direction."

Venango  Campus  is  affil- 
iated with  Franklin  Re- 
gional Medical  Center,  Oil 
City  Area  Health  Center, 
and  Titusville  Hospital  and 
use  them  for  the  students' 
clinical  experience.
